Rebel Leader of Panay 
a Prisoner. 


Orders irom Aguinaldo Found 
In the Trenches, 


Wants Villages Burned as Our 
Forces Advance, 


Gen. Hughes Moving Against the 
Foe’s Stronghold. 


Co. C of the Twenty-sixth Regiment 
Has a Fight Outside of Jaro—San 


Ruining Roads. 


(A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] . 

MANILA, Nov. 15, 11 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] Gen. Hughes, with, part of 
the Nineteenth and Twenty-sixth Regi- 
ments, moved from lloilo, Thursday, 
November 9, to Otton, six miles west, 
for the purpose of capturing Santa Bar- 
bara, the rebel stronghold, ten miles 
north of lloilo. Heavy rains preceded 
the movement, and the roads were in 
places impassable, . 
~The same night Col. Carpenter, with 
the Eighteenth Regiment and Battery 
G of the Sixth Artillery, moved west- 
erly from Jaro to connect with Gen. 
Hughes. Col. Carpenter was forced to 
return to Jaro on account of the roads, 
and the entire movement was ham- 
pered by lack of proper transportation. 
Co. C of the Twenty<sixth Regiment 
had the only fighting. When three 
miles out of Jaro, this company 
charged the rebel trenches, and three 
of the enemy were killed. An American 
was wounded. 

Gen. Hughes, November 12, occupied 
Tagbanan and Guimbal, on the south- 
ern coast, and also Cordova, in the in- 
terior, The enemy did not oppose Gen. 
Hughes’s advance. Récent orders from 
Aguinaldo, found in the trenches, said: 
“Do not oppose the Americans’ ad- 
vance. Burn the villages as they are 
evacuated. Divide the forces into 
bands of forty. Harass the Americans 
on every occasion.’’ 

Araneta, the rebel leader of the Isi- 
and of Panay, was captured at Tag- 
banan while attempting to pass the 
lines into Iloilo. 

Two battalions of the Twenty-sixth 
Regiment will garrison Iloilo and Jaro. 

San Miguel, visible from Iloilo, has 
been burned by the rebels. 

It is reported that an expedition, 
evading the navy, recently landed 
arms and ammunition on the Antique 
coast, and that the rebels threatened 
opposition with an armed force of 3000 
men. These stories are not believed.

EIGHT TRANSPORTS TO SAIL. 
ONLY FOUR REMAINING. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—Eight 
transports~ are expected to leave this 
port for the Philippines within a week: 
Orders are for the Senator and Ben 
Mohr to sail on Wednesday and carry 
the Forty-fifth Infantry. On Sunday 
the St. Paul and City of Puebla are 
under orders to sail, but troops have 
not yet been assigned to them. The 
Ohio and Indiana are scheduled to sail 
on Monday, and the Hancock and the 
Duke of Fife will probably get away 
on Tuesday. 

When this fleet sails, only four trans- 
port vessels will remain in the harbor. 
They will be the Dalyvostock, Flint- 
shire, Warren and Wryefield. 

CAPT. MILLER AT HOME. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

LIBERTY .(Mo.,) Nov. 15.—Capt. 
James N. Miller, U.S.N., who was in 
command of the Merrimac before she 
was sunk in Santiago Harbor, arrived 
home today and was given a royal re- 
ception at William Jewell College, of 
which he is a graduate. This is Capt. 
Miller’s first visit home since the war 
with Spain opened. After being wel- 
comed by the college faculty, Miller 
delivered a short talk, which was re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm. Capt. 
Miller is now in command of the Sean- 
dia, and is under orders to sail from 
San Francisco for Manila.

“AGUINALDO FLED TO BAYOMBONG. 
WAR OFFICIALS’ VIEWS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The War Department offi- 
‘cials are still of the opinion that Agui- 
naldo has fled to Bayombong, leaving 
the greater part of his army to follow 
him. Secretary Root said this after- 
noon that he had received nothing 
from Gen. Otis indicating the contrary. 
| He expressed himself as greatly pleased 
with the service of the cavalry, and 
was surprised to learn that a troop of 
cavalry had reached Bayombong and 
another Aritao. 

It is believed at the War Depart- 
ment that Aguinaldo intended to con- 
duct his army up the coast from San 
Fabian, but to branch out from San 
Fabian ‘eastward and pass through 
Tayug and San\Nicholas to Aritao, and 
thence to Bayomiberg. It is pointed out 
that any large budy of troops passing 
up the coast road would be subject to a 
fire from naval vessels. 

It is expected the advance body un- 
der Gen. Young will soon be in posses- 
sion of even more definite information 
regarding Aguinaldo’s headquarters at 
Bayombong, and that operations in 
Luzon will be conducted accordingly. 
The principal difficulty now confront- 
ing the army in the Philippines is the 
question of _,transporting supplies, 
troops being unablé to move very far 
ahead of their equipment and subsist- 
ence, which is necessarily slow, owing 
to the bad condition of the roads.

Co. right tes; tyeath of 


SEES TROUBLE 
FOR CANAL BILL, 


Chairman Hepbura Out 
With His Views, 


li Congress Will Do Business 
All Will Co Well 


Various Concessions and New 
Investigation Interpose. 


Opponents of the Nicaragua Waterway 
Gained at the Last Session of Con- 
gress—He Will Introduce His 
Measure This Session. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Congressman Hepburn of 
Iowa, who, as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Commerce, will have charge of 
the Nicaragua Canal Bill, has arrived 


j here. He sees some difficulties in the 


way of passing the bill during the 
coming session, but he appears to_be- 
lieve, with. excellent reason, that if 
Congress will sweep aside all conflicting 
concessions and options on the con- 
cessions and merely do business, the bill 
can be passed, and the can®! be dug. 
Mr. Hepburn has given out a. formal 
interview wheréin he sets forth his 
views as follows: 

“The épponents Of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal gained something in the way of 
postponement by: the clause in the 
last. River and Harbor Bill. authoriz- 
ing the appointment of a commission 
to investigate the proposed. Isthmian 
canal, especially the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes. The Nicaragua route 
had then recently received the careful 
attention of the commission, of which 
Rear-Admiral Walker was the head. 

“The friends of the Panama enter- 
prise will naturally throw every imped- 
iment in the way of the United States 
building the Nicaragua Canal. There 
will be no necessity for two waterways 
across the isthmus. The building of 
one precludes the other. The Panama 
people say $100,000,000 will be necessary 
to complete their enterprise, and I 
have no doubt that they are satisfied 
they could not raise that sum, if the in- 
vestor knew the government intended 
to complete the Nicaragua Canal. 

‘The Maritime Canal Company man- 
agers think they have some interests 
they want to preserve, and presume to 
be unwilling that the United States 
should undertake to complete the ca- 
nal unless done through them or they 
are paid for what they call their ia. 
vestments. Then, another party of men 
headed by Cragin fancy that they have 
certain interests at stake, having, they 
say, bought from Nicaragua the con- 
cessionary right to build the canal on 
the lapsing of the rights of the Mari- 
time Canal Company. 

“There is yet another corporation, 
which used to operate a steamboat line 
and stage line along the proposed route 
of the Nicaragua Canal, some time in 
the fifties, that claimg interests for 
which valuable compensation is de- 
manded, 

“I do not believe the government 
needs to bother itself about the con- 


cessions of any of these people. I ha 


no doubt both Nicaragua and i 
Rica will be glad to give us alli 
territorial rights we may need for t 
prosecution of the work. To Nicaragua 
the canal bears the same relation tha 
our whole lake, river railroad 
transportation system bears to the 
United States. 
“Thete is no doubt the. House would | 
have enncted the necessary legisiation 
at the last session for the completio 
by the United States of this enterprise | 
if a vote could be had, and I have no 
doubt that both branches of Congress 
are In favor of the enterprise, but

No shot was fired, and the men, with 
fixed bayonets, creeping rather than 


walking along, approached the chief 
Boer position near the race course. 
Then, as they closed in, there Was a 
shrill sereech. It was Fitz-Clarence’s 
whistle and -the signal for the on- 
slaught. 


“A ringing cheer, which the listeners 
back in camp caught up, was the only 
reply, as the party dashed into’ the 
trenches. There was a short struggle, 
the attacking forces, catching and 
bayoneting Boers under the tarpaulins 
where they crouched, crying for m€rey.

beaten for all time, so far as Mafeking 
is concerned, It was the hottest day 
of the siege, and the firing was ter- 
rific, the Boers evidently recognizing 
that the only way into Mafeking, if 
any, is by a kopje, which was gallantly 
defended by Col. Walford’s men. The 
garrison is jubilant, while the Boers 
have been hurled back in disorder on 
their laager, and will have to content 
themselves with a long-range bombard- 
ment until they are strongly reinforced. 

“The enemy lost heavily. For hours 
after their fighting line had been rolled | 
back, {wo"“%wagons wert slowly along 
their positions, picking up the dead 
and wounded. The kopje resembled a 
shambles after the fight. All the men 
were killed by bullets or shells. The 
lookout tower was shot to pieces, while 
even the saddles of the horses were 
fearfully battered about. The whole 
place was simply smashed up by the 
concentrated . fire of seven runs and 
rifles. 

“The Boers at first held onto their 
advance pluckily, but they, could not 
live when they came to short range, the 
men being shot down at 300 yards. 

“The enemy is expééted. to draw off 
early in order to defend Pretoria. There 
is still no news from thé south. As TI 
senii-this message off, 600. Boers have 
gone south with wagons, and 
commenced shelling.”

FOREIGN WAR CLOUDS.

Burtham Were read. Woodruff 
in part 
“Bach find the preparation of 
this ahnual review of municipal hap- 
penings an increasingly difficult task, 
not because of any lack of material, 
but because of its increasing abun- 
dance. If I were to mention each mu- 
nicipal achievement of the past year, 
I should unduly extend the limits of 
my review. 
“There has beén ho fore substantial 
indication of the growing public inter- 
est in municipal problems than the dis- 
cussion during the past year of the 
question of municipal ownership, con- 
trol and operation of. municipal frar- 
chises. At thé Détroit meeting of the 
League of.American Municipalities, 


the sentiment of the officials of the 


cities there represented was unquali-. 


ship, control and operation of the 
principal municipal franchise. Since 
the wholé question has been 
discussed With a degree of care and 
thoroughness that indicates beyond 
question that thé péoplé are thinking 
on thé subject and thinking with a 
view of detérmihing once and for all 
the fundaméhtal policy involved.” 

The objeet’ of the organizations of 
the city officials of the United States 
are highly commended by - Secretary 
Woodruff, who says: 

“When our city oficial comé together 
for consultation and conference coh- 
| cerning the intérests cotnmitted to their 
care, then, indeed, we have an evi- 
dence of an aroused interest in munici- 
pal affairs whieh is. most promising. 
Imagine a meeting of city officials ten 
or fifteen years ago to disciiss city 
affairs, and yet now fiot only have we 
a League of American menictpetee. 
but there aré at least ten eagues 
of municipalities, all manifesting a 
marked degree of activity. In Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigah, Wiscovsin, 
Kansas, California, Conneécti¢ut, Flof- 
ida and Pennsylvania, we find the city 
officials méeting in annual session to 
debate municipal topics and to ex- 
change ideas as to municipal adminis- 
tration. he evidencé of mtnicipal 
progress, however, i8 not confined to 
officials and their activity. The citi- 
zens of the various cities throughout 
the Gountry have not been wanting in 
intelligenee and comprehensive effort>to 
promote reform,”

“There are three fundamental evils 
in the government of our cities. The 
first is economic, and consis8ts in the

politiéal in the true sense; and consists 
in the inadéquacy of municipal service. 
The third is moral and consists in the 
corrupt use of civic authority for the 
ftirtherance of individual ends. The 
chief importance of this third evil lies 
in the fact that it throws politics into 
disrepute and degrades civic ideals, 
thus rendering codperation for the at- 
tainment of truly political ends well- 
nigh itipossible. 
“The causes of wastefulfess in pub- 
lic expenditures are ignorance, rti- 
sanship, State interference, municipal 
irresponsibility and indefiniteness of or- 
ganization. The cause of inadequacy 
of power is undemocratic organization. 
The causes of eorruption are greed; 
lack of civie integrity and private con- 
trol of public privileges. To remove 
these causes of evil the Committee on 
Municipal Programme proposes a con- 
stitutional amendment and a general 
municipal corporation act.”

STATE BONDS. 


Judge Works on Waterworks Takes the

[A. FX NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—The 
first great step in the solution of the 
problems of flood-water storage and 
taken 
tonight when the convention at Metro- 
politan Temple adopted the platform 
agreed upon by a majority of its Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. The minority 
in that committee agreed with all the 
findings of the majority, except that 
one providing for the leasing of public 
grazing lands. The platform, as 
adopted, provides for a permanent or- 
ganization to be known as “The Cali- 
fornia Water and Forest Association,’’ 
its purpose being set forth as follows: 

“Whereas, the work of reclaiming 
the extensive arid public and private 


domain of the State of California is one | 


of great magnitude, requiring eventu- 
ally the expenditure of millions § of 
money and the work of very many 
years of time, and, whereas, there is 


great -need-of an extensive preliminary 


public educational work among. the 


oi people of the State in laying solid the 


foundation of this great State develop- 
ment in order that we may be able 
to command the united and intelligent 
codéperation of all the people, and, 
whereas, the conservation and econom- 


{eal distribution of the waters of the 


State is essential to human habitation 
of the arid districts, to reasonable pros- 
perity of the semi-arid districts, and 
te the full development of the humid 
districts, including the conservation of 
forests, 

“Resolved, that to the attainment of 


this end, this convention proposes the 


establishment, of a permanent society, 
whose membership shall come from all 
parts of the State, which may include 
as subordinates or by amalgamation 
all existing societies organized for these 
purposes, and which shall be endowed 
by membership fees, the contribution 
of citizens, and public bodies with a 
revenue ample for its purposes. The 


objects of such association shall be as 


follows: 

‘“‘We favor the preservation and de- 
velopment of our natural resources by 
the construction of storage reservoirs 
by the Federal government for flood 
protection, and to save for use in aid 
of navigation and irrigation the flood 
waters which now run to waste and 
eause overflow and-destruction. 

“We favor the construction hy the 
Federal government of storage reser- 
voirs and irrigation works wherever 
necessary to furnish water for the re- 
clamation and actual settlement of 
the arid public lands. 

“We favor the leasing of the public 
grazing lands at a nominal rental, in 
limited areas, to settlers farming ad- 
jacent lands, the revenue from rertals 
to go to the States and Territories 
wherein the lands are situated for ir- 
rigation and development; leases to be 
subject to ‘right of reclamation by 
irrigation and of settlement of i:ands 
actually cultivated; title of land to re- 
main in the Federal government until 
actual settlement; the, leasing of said 
lands to be under the control of States 
where situated, and the revenues aris- 
ing therefrom to be expended by the 
States under the direction of their 


State engineering bureau, provided 
that in any State having 
engineering bureau the Federal 


government may lease the lands and 
expend the revenue in the construction 


_ of irrigation works in that State. 


STORAGE ASSEMBLY 


“We urge upon the Congress of the 


United States the importance of carry- 
ing into full effect the legislation en- 
acted, with a view to securing the 
broadest and most effective action by 
the national government for the preser- 
vationeand reforestation of the forest 
lands of our country and the resulting 
conservation of our timber and water 
supplies and systematic utilization of 
our lumbering resources. 

~ “We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional commission for the equitable 
adjustment of all differences arising 
from the appropriation and use of the 
waters of the interstate rivers. 

“We desire and urge upon the na- 
tional government that public forests 
adjacent to the watersheds of our 
streams be reserved as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and that pending such action no 
forest lands be leased except from year 
to year. 

“The State is to assume such control 
of the public lands as may be dele- 
gated to it by the Federal government, 
and expend the revenues under the di- 
rection of a State engineer, to be pro- 
vided for by law, supplementing the 
funds received from Federal sources by 
such.appropriations of its own for the 
storage of flood waters as may be 
deemed advisable for drainage basins, 
after due investigation and report by 
the State engineer, which report shall 
show the cost of the proposed improve- 
ment; the storage capacity to be cre- 
ated; the average depth of water in 
the irrigation basin;-the number of 
acres to be irrigated as the result of 


_ ptorage: the present ownership of and 


value of such acreage; what such lands 

could afford to pay for water delivered 

thereon; what power would be de- 

veloped by the proposed improvement, 

and the purposes for ‘what and the 

prices for which such power could be 
1d 


“The mnuhatte to be thus formed to 
work with the national government in 
any irrigation work which it may un- 
dertake in the determination of suitable 
sites for the location of reservoirs and 
the solution of all other physical prob- 
lems up to the time of the actual im- 
pounding and diversion of water; with 
the State Engineer's office for all mat- 


_ter- pertaining. to the impounding and 
distribution of waters; 


with the De- 


partment of Agriculture for the deter-— 


mination of the duty of water in each 
irrigation basin, the investigation of 
claims upon the titles to the waters 
ef the State ang the regulation requi- 
site to assure to each irrigator an un- 
questionable title and uninterrupted 
use of water legally apportioned to him 
in accordance with his use and his 
necessity. For the conservation of the 
forests, the society shall work in col- 
laboration with the General Land 


‘Office and the division of forestry of 


the Devartment of Agriculture. 
“Pending the establishment of a State 
Engineer's office, the society shall re- 
quest the regents of the State Univer- 
sity to conduct through the engineering 
department of the university investiga- 
tions necessary to supplement physical 
data collected by the General Land 
Office, the Geological Survey, the De- 
mnartment of Agriculture and the Engit- 


J 


neer Corps of the United States army; 
and the society shall pledge to the re- 
gents whatever funds may be required 
for this purpose. 

“The name of such permanent. or- 
xanization shall be the California 
Water and Forest Association. Any 
person may become a. member upon 
payment of an initiation fee of 
and thereafter annual dues of $1. Its 
affairs shall be managed by an ad- 
visory council of seventy, ten to be 
elected from each.Congress_ district, 
five of whom from each district shall 
be elected by this convention and 
nominated by the-delegates from each 
such district, respectively; and said 
members so elected shall meet and or- 
ganize immediately; select five more 
members of such council from each 
Congress district; adopt a constitution 
Fand bylaws for such association, and 
select such officers as shall be pro- 
vided for therein. 

“We urge the adoption of a system 
of irrigation laws in California under 
which the right to the use of the water 
for irrigation shall vest in the user 
and become appurtenant to the land 
irrigated, and beneficial use be the 
measure of the righ’. 

“This convention declares in favor 
of such legislation as will require all 


persons and corporations using or 
claiming any part of the waters of 
any stream in California withm the 


reasonable time, and before a tribunal 
provided by law for hearing and de- 
termining such controversies and make 
proof of their claims to use such 
waters to the end that all rights to 
water may be made matter of definite 
record, after which a statute of lim- 
itations shall preclude the possibility 
of again putting such rights into 
jeopardy, and that the residuary 
waters be made available for further 
use under such conditions as the law 
may impose.”’ 

The committee recommends that all 
further resolutions referred to it be 
referred to the permanent organization. 


PRECEDING PROCEEDINGS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—Much 
debate and no little excitement at- 
tended the session this. morning of the 
California Association for the Storage 
of Flood Waters. Lawyers for the 
water companies, several of whom are 
delegates to the convention, made an 
attempt to bind the convention to a

Thomas of the esolutions Commit- 
tee reported that the committee had 
held a night and a morning session, 
but had not. gotten its \complete re- 
port into shape. On one subject, he 
said, the committee was unanimous, 
viz.: that the convention should or- 
ganize as a permanent society, and 
that all sections of the State should 
stand together. This sentiment wag 
received with cheers. When they 
subsided, Mr. Thomas added that the 
committee had, by a majority vote, 
agreed on the objects of the society. 
It was, he said, organized for the 
purpose of enlisting both national and 


waters. 

Resolutions being called for, A. G. 
Vishon offered one proposing that, in 
view of the damage annually done tq 
the watersheds of the State by grazing 
sheep, the convention memorialize 
Congress to pass laws forbidding sheep 
to enter government,reserves at any 
season, just as they are forbidden’ to 
enter national parks. He _ proposed, 
also, that Congress be asked to per- 
mit the use of lands in the national 
parks as reservoir sites. 

Ben Maddox, in seconding Vishon’s 
resolution, explained that, according 
to a recent dictum of United States 
District Judge de Haven, there was no 
law, but only a rule of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior which forbade the 
taking of sheep into the reserves. The 
resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee. 

C. M. Hines of Los Angeles intro- 
duced a resolution to the effect that 
the United States should use its ener- 
gies and money to reclaim the areas 
of arid public lands, and that’ the 
State should endeavor to reclaim, 
private lands; further, that when this

PROF. MEAD’S MISSION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—Prof. 
Elwood Mead, irrigation expert of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, who is stationed in Wyoming, 
has taken a prominent part in the de- 
liberations of the convention consider- 
fng the storage of flood waters. The 
primary object of his visit to the State, 
however, is to determine the needs of 
the situation, and the best methods of 
meeting them. He has secured as as- 
sistants Marsden Causen and C. E. 
Grunsky, who are familiar with the 
conditions existing in California. 

In an interview tonight regarding his 
work, Prof. Mead said: 

'“The work of investigation in which 
I am engaged was inaugurated by } 
Congress for the purpose of promoting 
the growth and success of irrigated 
agriculture and for the collection and 
publication of information showing the 
agricultural resources and needs of the 
arid portions of the United States. 

“We have now reached a point where 
we must begin a scientific study of the 
question, and prepare to meet the 
demands of the future. In order to 
do so, it is necessary for us to know 
how much water is required to irrigate 
an acre of land. This is needed to 
show the value of the reservoir, and 
it must be known before we can plan 
the construction of canals, or the 
farmer and canal company can make 
intelligent contracts. The courts and 
law-makers also need such data for 
the framing of lands and the adjudica- 
tion of rights of ‘titles to water. 

“Our work in California has been 
mostly in the southern portion in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles. We intend to 
keep up the investigations until the 
records cover enough conditions to 
make them an approximate guide and 
to supplement this by additional ex- 
periments in various systems of ap- 
plying water to secure the greatest 
possible benefit and the most economi- 
cal use of the supply.”

PEARL HART WON THEIR HEARTS. 


JURY SET HER FREE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 15.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Pearl Hart. the female 
bandit, who, with Joe Boot. held up 
the stage near Florence, Ariz.. last 
June, was acquitted in the trial befere 
Judge Doan at Florence, in the face of 
overwhelming evidence of her guilt.

Pearl is addicted to the morphine 
habit and lived in high life in Arizona 
a few years before she became a hold- 
up, but she retains much of her former 
beauty.

ADVICES FROM YOKOHAMA. 


VOLUNTEERS’ RECORD. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.} 

YOKOHAMA, Nov. 3.—[{Wired from 
Victoria (B. C.) Nov. 14.] The last reg- 
iment of returning volunteers, Tennes- 
Seeans, passed through here last week, 
and the most extraordinary record 
made by any army is now complete 
and unbroken. Twelve thousand troops 
have occupied the city for an average 
of two days and nights without the 
Slightest disturbance of anv kind. 

‘The general impression that a close 
understanding now exists between 
China and Japan has its latest con- 
firmation in the fact that Kang-Yu- 
Wei, leader of the Chinese reform party, 
who, at the time of the coup d’etat fled 
from the wrath of the Empress Dowa- 
ger is now, on his return from Amer- 
ica, refused an asylum here. . Arriving 
on October 23 by the Empress, he was 
not permitted to land. When the 
steamer reached Kobe, however, it ap- 
pearing that if he was obliged to stay 
on. board he would have to proceed to 
Shanghai, where complications were 
to be feared, he was allowed under 
police escort to go by rail to a port 
on the inland sea, where he could take 
passage direct to Hongkong. Today 
his arrival at the latter place is re- 
ported. The opposition papers make 
much of the incident to the discredit 
of the Japanese government. 

Comment on the Mazampo affair con- 
tinues to be incessant. Report has it 
that Russia has secured there a tract 
of 170 acres, although not the coveted 
location which the Japanese were so 
fortunate as to preémpt. The. latter 
are also credited with an arrangement 
in conjunction with the Korean gov- 
ernment to build a dry dock there. 
While in general relations there is no 
evidence of an increase of anti-foreign 


able a growing jealousy toward for- 
eigners on commercial lines and a con- 
sequent reluctance to abolish restric- 
tions for fear of being swamped by 
foreign enterprise. Not only is strong 
opposition made to the admission of 
aliens to full membership in the native 
chambers of commerce, but in a re- 
cent meeting of the united chambers, 
where it was supposed that a strong 
recommendation would be made to the 
Diet in favor of allowing foreign own- 
fership of land, so much prejudice was 
developed that the matter was post- 
poned and practically shelved. 

Much excitement is being created by 
continued finds of gold in Hokkaido or 
Yezzo, the northern island of the em- 
pire. The new gold region is a district 
of some six hundred square miles in 
the northwest corner. Since the rusn 
to it began the little village of Esachi, 
the center of the district has grown 
from a population of 450 to 7000. 

On the 17th and 18th ult., in a terrific 
gale off the coast of Hokkaido, out of 
a fleet of thirteen schooners which had 
just set out together to cross the chan- 
nel, ten went down with all on board, 
numbering ninety souls. 

On the continent Russia is now show- 
ing her hand without reserve. Listuang 
Peninsula, which Japan was forced to 
cede back to China, is now Russian 
territory. Its government is adminis- 
tered by the commandant of the Rus- 
sian naval and military forces under 
order of the Minister of the Treasury at 
St. Petersburg. Port Arthur is the seat 
of the government. A Russian diplo- 
matic agent and a financial commis- 
sioner are appointed and judicial pro- 
cedure of the reign of Alexander III is 
enforced through the whole territory.

JOBBING INTERESTS. 


ALIGNED WITH ST. LOUIS 
TRAFFIC BUREAU. | 


Pacific Coast Merchants not United in 
Regard to Railroad Rates and Tele- 
grams are Offered in Evi-. 
dence Thereof. 


General Movement to Open Up the Ter- 
ritory This Side of the Rockies to 
the Jobbers of the Middle West 
is not Likely. 


Head of a Hardware House Discusses the 
Class and Carload Tariffs— ~si- 
ness Cut Down and After- 
ward Increased. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 15.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A peculiar phase of the rate 
situation cropped out today in the hear- 
ing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, showing that the inter- 
ests of jobbers and retailers on the Pa- 
cific Coast are widely divergent, and 
that the former, in certain instances, 
are aligned with the St. Louis Traffic 
Bureau in its war against rate dis- 
crimination. Telegrams received and 
offered in evidence indicate that these 
two Pacific Coast interests are divided 
aganst each other. The retailer asks 
better rates to the Coast, so he will not 
be compelled to patronize the existing 
monepoly of the jobbing business 
throughout the territory. He wants to 
be accessible to the markets of the 
Middle West, as well as to those of the 
Coast, and to encourage competition 
_between the jobbing interests of the 
two sections in the hope that lower 
prices will result. The following tele- 


gram was read and entered as an ex- 


hibit in the stenographer’s minutes:

‘retail house in San José. Each of the 
three telegrams is from a retail firm. 
H. L.. Christie, attorney for the St. 
Louis Traffic Bureau, said, in expla- 
nation of the foregoing: 

“IT don’t look for any general move- 

ment on the part of the Pacifie Coast 
retailers to open up their territory to 
the jobbers of the Middle West. I think 
an understanding will be reached be- 
tween them and their own jobbers, the 
effect of which will be to favor the 
continuance of existing rates. They 
will be made to see that, "while they 
may have to pay more for thefr goods 
they can protect themselves against 
loss by charging the consumer a cor- 
respondingly higher price, and they 
will be. offered induceménts to take 
this view of the situation. 

“After all, the Pacific Coast class 
that is really interested in better 
transcontinental freight rates is the 
consumer’s. He is the one who ulti- 
mately bears the burden of prohibitive 
rates. The telegrams we have received 
may represent the feeling among Pa- 
cific Coast retailers just at present, but 
I don’t look for any general action from 
that source along the lines indicated.” 

Christie also received today numer- 
ous letters from the manufacturers of 
the Middle West, commendatory of the

DISCUSSION IN SESSION. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT. | 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 15.—When the ses-

Men’s League complaints were read. 

The Duluth Chamber of Commerce, 
through its counsel, filed a petition of 
intervention on behalf of the complain- 
ants. 

J. R. Hickman of the St. Louis Man- 
ufacturers’ and Jobbers’ Bureau con- 
tinued his testimony, showing how the 
wide difference between carload and 
less than carload rates affected the 
iron and wagon material trade. 

He was followed by H. O. Simmons, 
head of a local hardware house, who 
said he did not desire to discuss the 
existing rate schedule as a traffic man, 
but as a merchant, who desired that 
competition should be unrestricted. 

“The discrimination which is being 
practiced,’ he said, “is not alone det- 
rimental to the St. Louis wholesale 
trade, but to the Pacic Coast retailer as 
well. The class rate being high and the 
carload rate much loWéf, the retailer, 
‘though he cannot really afford to do 
so. is tempted to buy goods in carload 
lots. thus over-stocking himself and 
being forced to either distribute a part 
of his stock among other retailers, or 
to cut his prices and destroy his profit. 
't is clearly in restriction of trade 
and healthy competition to force a 
small dealer to conduct his business at 
a loss, 

“T have no complaint to make against 
existing rates except that the difference 
between carload and less thse, carload 
rates is too great and should be di- 
minished. As the tariff now stands, it 
favors the rich as against the poor.” 

The most interesting testimony dur- 
‘nz the morning was that of J. J. Wait, 
a Chicago traffic manager, representing 
the hardware trade. Wait devoted 
much of his time to showing that some 
extraordinary influence was brought 
to bear upon the Pacific Coast roads 
to adopt the tariff of 1895, and read ex- 
tracts from the proceedings of the St. 
Paul meeting tn I898 to show that the 
influence Was that of Pacific Coast 
jobbers.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY DELEGATES 
ASSEMBLE AT BOSTON. 


General Master Workman Parsons 
Presents His Annual Report—Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer Touches on 
the Coeur D’Alene Riots, also Ex- 
pansion and Trusts. 


P. DAY REPORT.} 

BOSTON, Nov. 15.—The sessions of 
the General Assembly of the Knights 
of Labor were continued today, with 
General Master Workman Parsons of 
New York in the chair. After the ap- 
pointment of committees the Commit- 
tee on Credentials reported that sev- 
enty delegates were present out of a 
possible 105, and that several others 


| from Canada and the far West were 


expected today and tomorrow. 


REPORTS PRESENTED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Nov. 15.—General Master 
Workman John N. Parsons of New 
York, in his report said, in part: / 

“Since the convention at Chicago, I 
have had occasion to visit a number of 
lodges, including those of Chicago and 
Cleveland, and I feel fully convinced 
that we are sorely in need of a com- 
petent corps of organizers. During tne 
coming year, the country will be again 
-excited over the issues that will arise 
in the contest that will be waged for 
the control of the affairs of this coun- 
try for the succeeding four years. I 
think, therefore, that it behooves us at 
this meeting of the General Assembly 
to take up some of these issues, in or- 
dér that our representatives may be 
given the benefit of the judgment of 
all in the stand they may take in the 
name of their order for the benefit of 
the. working people... 

“Perhaps the most important of those 
issues will be the trusts for who has 
not observed the progress they are 
making, ‘and who will contend that 
they carry any charm for the wage- 
worker. Tle concentration ef wealth 
as employed in the industries of our 
country has made many strides during 
the past few years, which have re- 
sulted to the workingmen’s detriment 
wherever such combinations have been 
effected. It remains for us to uphold 
the stand taken by the founders of our 
order, who, through their foresight, 
have seem the approach of the condi- 
tion that is fast coming on. How to 
meet it is a question that should be 
given your careful consideration, as the 
Knights of Labor, above all other or- 
ganizations, will be expected to speak 
on this important question. 

“The war just closed with Spain has 
brought us new possessions and prac- 
tically a new people. How to deal 
with them justly and wisely and with 
a future regard for our economic con- 
ditions is a question also upon which 
the Knights of Labor should be heard.” 

The annual report of John W. Hayes, 
the general secretary-treasurer, on the 
condition of the order, Was presented. 
He said that in spite of cruelty, de- 
rision and scorn for almost one-third 
of acentury, the Knights of Labor had 
not only held their ground, but had 
grown and flourished. From the re- 
ports received, both from assemblies 
and organizers, he felt that he could 
conscientiously congratulate the order 
upon the prosperous condition and th 
hopeful outlook for the future. 

A most infamous and vicious assault 
upon organized labor had developed in 
Idaho. The writ of habeas corpus had 
been suspended, and martial law de- 
clared, without the shadow of excuse. 
Over four hundred unfortunate men 
have been held in prison for months, 
being guilty of no crime, except that of 


attempting to—earn——support without. 


permission of .the military autocrat, 
because they are members of organized 
labor, and trial is still denied. Noth- 
ing approaching the infamy of this af- 
fair has ever occurred outside the 
boundaries of absolutism. He recom- 
mended that the assembly urge upon 
Congress the necessity of making a 
searching investigation in this case. 
He said the leading feature of the In- 
dustrial Commission was that it was 
to be strictly non-partisan, but the fact 
was that out of the nineteen members, 
the entire number appointed by the 
President, nine are bitter Republicans, 
of the Congressional members four 
are Republicans, three are Democrats 
and two Populists: only one is accred- 
ited to labor, and he merely accredited. 
The investigations, he said, are | per- 
functory. The commission Was en- 
tirely discredited by all who Knew any- 
thing of its doings, and looked on as a 
mere machine, manipulated, to prevent 
any damaging facts in relation to ex- 
isting evils becoming public, as far as 
possible. Actual proceedings had been 
begun against them for blue-penciling 
an emasculating written testimony, 
and destroying the true and intended 
impression, and further intimidating in 
the form of prosecution in the courts 
for libel if’ certain statements of facts 
were not withdrawn or modified. 

Speaking of the expansion policy he 
said: 

“We already realize the effect of the 
competition of European pauper labor. 
Should these islands be annexed in any 
form, it means the competition of ten 
or twenty millions of unskilled Malay 
laborers. What this would mean to us, 
is is useless for me to say. Imperial- 
ism means despotism, and the end of 
free government, and the return to the 
feudalism of the dark ages, Let the 


their own: salvation, with our best 
wishes and such assistance as we may 
be able to extend. Let the army 
scheme be crushed without mercy or 
parley. This recognition of the power 
of the government to coerce the ge te 
into submision into its arbitrary - 
erees is the subject the plotters-.are 
aiming at.” This is the meaning of im- 
perialism, and once recognized and a 
standing army allowed, liberty is 
dead, capital is king, and the empire 
of plutocrecy rises.” 

He asked approval of a plan for the 
establishment at the headquarters of 
the order of a school of civics and so- 
cial and political science, history, ora- 
tory and composition. in order that 
young men may qualify themselves at 
a nominal cost to intelligently and 
ably promulgate and defend Knights of 
Labor principles and study the vrob- 
lems of the present and the future 
with the aid of all that history and sci- 
ence can bring to their assistance.

[A. DAY REPORT,! 
WASHINGTON,. Nov. 15.—The State 
Department has received a cablegram 


from Mr. Iddings, the chargé of the 
United States Embassy at Rome, stat- 


ing that Diblasi, the murderer of Eliis, 
had been sentenced to six years in the 
prison. Diblasi killed Ellis, who was a 
health officer in Boston, owing to El- 
lis’s attempt to enforce sanitary regu- 
lations. 

He fled to Italy, and the Italian gov- 
ernment refused to surrender him on 
extradition papers, as he Was an Ital- 
ian subject. They did agtee, however, 
to try the man in Italy for murder, and 
the conviction has just been obtained 
on evidence supplied by the Massachu- 
setts authorities, making a case almost 
without precedent in international law.

SPRINGFIELD (Q.,) Nov. 15.—The 
thirty-third annual session of the Na- 
tional Grange convened in this city to- 
day, with Master Aaron Jones of South 
Bend, Ind., in the chair. Twenty-six 
States are represented. While the 
committees were engaged in their de- 


liberations, Master Jones called on Ja- |. 


bez Robinson, Master of the Dominion 
Grange of Canada, for remarks,’ and 
Mr. Robinson took up the most of the 
morning session, bringing greetings 
and reviewing the work of the year in 
the Dominion. 

The event of the afternoon session 
was the annual address of Master 
Aaron Jones, which, together with the 
reports of the committees, occupied the 
gession 

Grand Master Jones began his an- 
nual address .by congratulating the 


__ Grange on the prosperous condition of | 


the order He said the Grange favored 
national and State laws controlling 
trusts. and State inspection. On the 
Subject of transportation he said: ; 
“Transportation is one of the most 
important interests in our country, 
and the just and equitable adjustment 
of charges for freight and passengers 
is of utmost concern to private and 
public welfare There was in the 
United States 184,482 miles of railway, 
June 30, 1897, valued at $10,635,008,074. 
The earnings of the railways in the 
United States for the year ended June 
30, 1897; as reported, were $1,122,089,606. 
“This vast system of railways was 
built by authority of franchises granted 
‘by the United States and the several 
States. In the case of the Northern 
and Central Pacific railways, large do- 
nations of land and the loan of the 
nation’s credit was also given, and in 
many other cases large donations were 
made by cities, townships and counties. 
The franchises gave these corporations 
power to condemn private lands, to 
pass through farms, villages and cities, 
destroying homes in country and in 
city, at prices fixed by disinterested 
appraisers, virtually bv the State. This 
power was granted to them on. the 
broad principle that these highways 
were necessary for the public welfare. 
“Under our advanced civilization this 
is true, but it is also true that private 
and public welfare demand that these 
roads be so managed as not to oppress 
the people or make discriminating 
charges between-citizens of localities 
in fréight and passenger rates, but 
should give to all citizens the same 
service for the same money, and that 
this’ service should be reasonable and 
just to shipper and carrier. When so 
managed, railways are of incalculable 
advantage to the entire country. Are 
they, and have they been so managed? 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has made investigation, and T find in 
their twelfth annual report to Congress 
the following on this point: 
“Meanwhile the situation has be- 
come intolerable, both from the stand- 
point of the public and the carriers. 
Tariffs are disregarded, discriminations 
constantly occur, the price at which 
transportation can be obtained is 
fluctuating and uncertain. Railroad 
managers are distrustful of each other 
and shippers all’ the while in doubt as 
to the rates secured by their compet- 


' {tors. The volume of traffic is so un- 


usual as to frequently exceed the ca- 
pacity of equipment, vet the contest 
for tonnage seems never relaxed. Enor- 
mous sums are spént in purchasing 
business and secret rates accorded far 
below the standard of published 
charges. The general. public gets lit- 
tle benefit from these reductions, for 
concessions are mainly confined to the 
heavier shippers. All this augments 
the advantages of large capital, and 
tends to the injury and often the ruin 
These are not only 
matters of:the gravest consequence to 
the business welfare of the country, 
but they concern in no less degree the 
higher interests of public morality. 

“*The conditions now widely prevail- 
ing cannot be better illustrated than 
by reference to investigations of the 
commission during the last year. These 
are not isolated and exceptional cases; 
their counterpart may be found in 
many localities. The facts thus brought 
to light carry their own comment and 

nothing said by us can add to their 
significance.’ 

“And again, the commission in the 
same report. said: ‘Every consideration 
of private justice and public welfare 
demands that railway rates should be 
reasonable, uniform to all shippers, 
equitable between all communities, Un- 
til needed legislation is supplied that 
demand must remain unsatisfied and 
the commission must continue to rest 
under the responsibility of a duty 
which it is powerless to discharge.’ 

“As the law creating the Interstate 
Commission was largely secured by 
the influence of our order, the impor- 
tant facts disclosed indicate the wis- 
dom of the order, and the necessity 
for such commission, and for further 
legislation. 

“Tf the railways of the country were 
properly and fairly managed, the peo- 
ple would have equal opportunity to 
compete for business, but as _ con- 
ducted, the railways are the main sup- 
port of ‘trusts.’ 

“Our vast sea coast, our river navi- 
gation and our Great Lakes have in 
service documented and undocumented 
vessels exceeding eight million ton- 
nage. Nearly four millions of this 
tonnage is in service on the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries. On the great 
chain of lakes extending from Minne- 
sota to New York State = more 


or London. More than _ double the 
freight passes through Sault Ste. Marie 
in eight months than passes through 
the great Suez Canal in.a vear. Last 
year 168,000,000 tons of freight passed 
through Sault Ste. Marie. Our coast- 
wise traffic is of the same gigantic pro- 
portions. It has been demonstrated 
that: water transportation is much 
cheaper than by rail. On long dis- 
tances freight can be carried by steam 
for one-quarter, and by sail for one- 
seventh the cost by rail. 

“In view of these facts should not our 
order favor the improvement of our 
harbors and sea and lake, and keep our 
rivers free from all obstructions that 
interfere with navigation? Our rivers 
and lakes are worth billions of. dollars 
to the American people. I recommend 
that our order favor and insist upon 
the construction by the United States 
of a ship canal from the Great Lakes 
to the Atlantic Ocean, and also a deep 
waterway connecting the Migsissippi 


River route with the Great Lakes. 
These great arteries of commerce 
would be worth to the American peo- 
ple many times their cost, and would 
afford the cheapest transportation 
known, and would be a wholesome 
check on railway charges. Such water- 
ways would save to“the farmers over 
$200,000,000 a year. 

“The construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal by the United States would 
bring San Francisco, Columbia River, 
Puget Sound and all seaport towns on 
our Pacific Coast line 10,000 miles 
nearer by water to all our cities on 
the Atlantic Coast and Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and the deep waterway connect- 
ing the Mississippi River, Great 
Lakes and the Atlantic Ocean 
would enable boats to deliver cargoes 
from our Pacific Coast to river and 
lake ports and all along the line of 
the ship canal. 

“IT recommend . that the National 
Grange continue to press their de- 
mands for appropriate legislation on 
the following important matters: 

Kok mamas delivery of mail in the 
rural districts; and that the service be 
placed on the same permanent foot- 
ing as the delivery of mail in the 
cities, and that the appropriation there- 
for be commensurate with the benefits 
and demands for the service. 

“Second—Providing for postal sav- 
ings banks, 

“Third—Submit an amendment to the 
Constitution providing for the election 
of United States Senators by direct 
vote of the people. 

“Fourth—Enlarging the powers and 
duties of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, giving them and charging 
them with the duty of fixing maximum 
rates of fare and freight on all inter- 
state railways. 

“Fifth—Regulating the use of shoddy. 

“Sixth—Enact a pure-food law. 

“Seventh—Providing for the extension 
of the market for farm products, mak- 
ing it the duty of the United States 
Consuls to aid in the extending of 
markets for farm products as for man- 
ufactured articles. 

“Eighth—The enactment of anti-trust 
law clearly defining what acts on the 
part of any corporation would be 
against public policy. 

““Ninth—The speedy construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal by the United 
States. 

“Tenth—The speedy construction of 
a ship canal connecting the Mi 
River with the Great Lakes and the 
Great Lakes with the Atlantic Ocean. 

“Kleventh—Revising the fees and 
salaries of all Federal officers and plac- 
ing them on a basis of similar service 
in private business. 

“We also recommend to the several 
State granges that they urge on their 
respective State Legislatures appropri- 
ate legislation on the following impor- 
tant matters: 

“First—Anti-trust law. 

“Second—Equalizing taxation as will 
cause all property to bear its just 
proportion of the cost of government. 

; “Third—The passage of a pure-food 
aw. 

“Fourth—Provide a State commis- 
sion with the duty and power to fix 
maximum rates of freight and pas- 
sengers on all railways subject to their 
jurisdiction. 

“Fifth—The revision of all fees and 
i placing them on an equitable 
asis.”’

.HELD FOR CROOKEDNESS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] . 

CHICAGO, Noy. 15.—The Federal 
authorities today took cognizance of 
the reports which had been made con- 
cerning the alleged fraudulent busi- 
ness of the Board of Trade firm of 
McLain Bros. & Co., and arrested 
Charles R. and Albert O. McLain, 
‘members of the firm. The charge was. 
using the United States mails to carry 
on a scheme to defraud. 

The prisoners were taken before 
United States Commissioner Humphrey, 
where they waived examination on the 
charge, and were held to the Federal 
grand jury in bonds of $5000. The bail 
was what is known as a joint-and- 
several bond, the whole of which will 
be forfeited’ if either or both of the 
defendants fail to appear in court when 
called upon. The two Board of Trade 
men are said to have begun their op- 
erations with customers in various 
parts of the country two years ago, 
and it is claimed they realized over 
$500,000 through their ‘“‘bucket-shop- 
ping’ scheme.

‘FRUIT-GROWERS PROTEST. 


DON’T WANT MINIMUM SHIPPING 
WEIGHTS INCREASED. 


Chamber of Commerce Directors In- 
struct Transportation Committee to 
Frame Letters of Complaint on Lines 
Covered by the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange. 


Citrus fruits and the matter of the 
minimum shipping weight thereon was 
the chief subject of discussion at the. 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 
Since the recent given notice of the 
transportation companies notifying cit- 
rus-fruit growers of their intended ac- 
tion of increasing the minimum carload 
weight of oranges and lemons from 24,- 
000 pounds to 26,000 pounds, growers in 
all parts of the southern country have 
been up in arms. 

At the meeting of the chamber direct- 
ors yesterday a letter from the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange, ad- 
dressed to the Southern Pacific and 
Southern California railway companies, 
and their connections, voicing a strong 
protest, was read, and the matter re- 
ferred to the Committee on Transporta- 
tion to draw up a communication to the 
railway companies along the lines cov- 
ered by the letter. 

The communication of the exchange 
reads as follows: 

“We have received a copy of special 
tariff circular No. S.R. 224, and feel 
impelled by the exigencies of the sit- 
uation to make further protest against 
the determination to increasé the mini- 
mum carload weight of oranges and 
lemons to 26,000 pounds. 

“We make this protest, as heretofore, 
for various reasons: 

“First—Because it will entail extra 
labor and expense in loading the num- 
ber of boxes necessary to make the 
proposed weight. | 

“Second—Because of the danger of 
damage to the fruit in transit when 
obliged to load so heavily, making 


_+-necessary._refrigeration earlier | 


in the season, entailing heavy cost to 
the producers. 

“Third, and most important—Because 
if the minimum should be increased, 
there are many small. cities in the 
United States, which heretofore have 
been car-lot buyers of oranges and 
lemons, that would cease to be car-lot 
buyers if required to purchase a larger 
number of boxes than the present mini- 
mum. The effect of this would be to 
limit the markets, 
limit consumption at a time when we 
need all the avenues of distribution 
available for the marketing of our in- 
creasing product. We consider the pro- 
posed increase as oppressive and detri- 
mental to the industry. | 

“Since the announcement was made 
that you proposed to make an increase, 
we have received many letters from 


} our eastern agents, and from members 


of the trade making most strenuous ob- 
jection to the increase, chiefly on the 
ground stated in our third objection. 
We are specifically advised that certain 
smaller cities will cease to be car-lot 
markets under the increased minimum. 
We, and probably other shippers, have 
been at considerable expense to exploit 
these smaller markets, which we fear 
are again to be closed to us. What 
percentage of all available markets is 
likely to be so affected, we cannot un- 


dertake to say, or whether enough to 


determine the question of profit or loss 
to the industry, but we fully believe 
the proposed increase a distinct dam- 
age to the business. : 

“We are familiar with the argument 
usually put forth by traffic managers 
to the effect that the general down- 
ward tendency in freight rates makes 
it necessary for the carriers to lessen 
the cost by increasing the weight of 
the load, but this does not apply to 
this traffic, as the rates have not been 
decreased for many years, while the 
freight has been increased severed! 
times, and the estimated weight of the 
box has been increased; all in the in- 
terest and for the profit of the carriers. 

“Tt is our belief that the business at 
24,000 pounds minimum is remunerative 
to the transportation companies, as can 
be seen by comparison with the freight 
rates on other products, and consider- 
ing the volume of the traffic. 

“Not long ago the minimum was 20,- 
000 pounds, and the weight per box of 
oranges was 70 pounds; the minimum 
was raised to 24,000 pounds, and the box 
to 72 pounds; entirely in the interest 
of the transportation lines. A further 
increase will work great hardship and 
damage to the business of growing cit- 
rus fruits in California. It is now, and 
will continue to be imperative that 
every means be used to lessen the cost 
of production and the cost of handling; 
also to increase the number of markets 
so as to dispose of the rapidly-increas- 
ing crops.

“We therefore respectfully and earn- 
estly urge that the transportation 
companies do not raise the minimum 
above 24,000 peunds.”’

Fairly well-designed chairs in hard 
woods and rattan are now to be found 
in the shops in great variety. vet the 
prime test of a chair is whether it fs 
comfortable. not whether it is orna- 
mental. It is not well designed unless 
it be really comfortable for somebody 
to sit upon. Dining-rooms and recep- 
tion-rooms may have rather form. 
etraieht chairs. The dining-room chairs 
should have rather high hacks for stp- 
port, but the tons should never have 
anv kind of protecting ornamentation 
which mav impede the waiter’s move 
ments. In providing chairs. cushioned 
window seats and small.sofas for sit- 
ting rooms one cannot go amiss in 


choosing such designs as will secure 
ease. 

If furniture be chosen with these 
simple principles in mind—i.e., free- 


dom from dust, minimum of labor for 
the housewife and ease for those who 
are to_use it--there remains only 


other way in which to .go astray. It 
may still be superlatively ugly. It 
should be decorative by its graceful 


form. its coloring or hv the charm of 
the design upon it. Nowhere is 
principle of subordination more 
plicable than in decoration: all orna- 
ment must be wholly subordinate to 
the use of the obfect which it adorns. 
For instance. windows are for two 
purposes, to light the house and to see 
out of: if a window opens on an un- 
pleasant prospect, sash curtains of 
muslin or silk are both usefnl and dec- 
orative. since thev shut off the view 
and vet admit‘light. But if you wish 
to see from the window, sash curtains 
are an absurdity father than a deco- 
ration. In the ordinary private house 
elaborate heavy curtain draperies are 
out of place both for artistic and hy- 
gienic reasons. Wherever cleanliness 
is an important requisite draperies 
should be easily moved and cleaned. 
Silk. wool and velvet hangings are onlv. 
to he tolerated when there is ample 
serviee to keep them clean. 
The facilitv and cheapness of mill 
work and lathe work in wood has viti- 
ated the taste of Americans to a ter- 
rible degree. Nearly all ready-made 
furniture is grooved, machine-carved 
and ornamented in a wav to violate not 
only the principles of beauty, but of 
strength and cleanliness as well. Or- 
nament that is meaningless is vulgar.

A bedroom should give the 
impression/of spotlessness and inviting 
comfort; -everything in it should be 
readily cleaned, and unless it must be 
used also as a study or sitting-room, it 
should contain only strictly necessary 
artictss. Mats, bric-a-brac, super- 
fluous fancy work, even many pictures, 
are quite out of place. he 
Most buyers must take what. fs of- 
fered in the shops; they have neither 
the money nor time, nor, indeed, per- 
haps, the taste, to find that which is 
choice and which is perfectly adapted 
to their circumstances. Many of the 
most obvious mistakes in such at- 
ters are the result of mere helplessness 
in the presence of the dealer and the 
‘manufacturer. So many very ugly 
things have been made by man since 
the era of invention began that one 
must spend either much time or @ great 
amount of money to secure that which 
is really tasteful. Unless one is con- 
scious, then, of a matured and culti- 
vated taste which may be safely 
trust@, it is always better to buy 
plain, substantial. well-made articles: 
they at least will be only negatively 
ugly. As one's taste becomes more and 
more trained bv observation and ex- 
perience, and the amount of money 
which /is available for this purpose in- 
creases, it is very easy to add more 
costly and artistic furnishings. But 
a mistake is made in the beginning in 
buying ugiv things which are rather 
costiv. there is growing dissatisfaction 
‘in living with them. Striking patterns 
and fashions are safe onlv in the hands 
of very well-trained persons. Inconspic- 
nous designs, soft colors, plain sur- 
fares are very seldom inartistic. Sim- 
plicit’, appropriateness —and genutne- 
neces are always safe. There are now 
to be found in all the large cities a few 
shops where expert advice may be ob- 
tained on points of taste, but, unfor- 
tunately. the goods sold in these places 
are often so costly as to be auite be- 
vond the ordindry. purse. Meantime 
the average buyer can at least cultivate 
his taste by observation, and as his in- 
came nermits may add th the house- 
forniehinge articles not only useful and 
hygienic. but hecvstiful well,

TRUSTS AND COMBINES. 


The official report of the proceedings 
of the great National Conference on 
Trusts, which was held at Chicago in 
September and lasted four days, will 
be ready for distribution in about ten

future reference. Theré were about 
minety speakers in all, men representing 
every legitimate vocation im the United 
States. Some of these complain of 
having been very incorrectly reported 
by the newspapers, chief among whom 
fis the famous New York advocate, 


Bourke Cockran, who said: 


“The published reports of my ad- 
@ress at the Chicago Trust Conference, 
which was entirely extemporaneous, are 
grossly inaccurate. I suppose this is 
mnavoidable where an attempt is made 
to reproduce an economic argument 
from a stenographer’s notes, taken amid 
the applause and excitement of a great 
meeting. A person familiar with 
economic science might be able to dis- 
entangle my meaning from the _ con- 
tradictory and ‘often ludicrously absurd 
ptatements attributed to me.” 


Concerning the deliberations of that 
great convention, which has no parallel 
in the history of our country for the 
diversity of interests represented on the 
Moor, the well-known John Ingalls, 
ex-Senator from Kansas, says: 


“The convention was composed of 
thoughtful, level-headed men represent- 
ing all phases of belief. There was no 
heat: nor passion, nor any exhibition of 
political partisanship. The cranks and 
demagogues were absent.

OLYMPIA’S MECHANICAL TRIUMPH. 

With all the praise that has been 
lavished on the Olympia, as the prin- 
cipal figure in Dewey’s great naval! 
achievement at Manila, it is singular 
that the newspapers, have overlooked 
her return voyage to the United States, 
something that redounds as much to the 
credit of California mechanics as does 
her commander’s exploit to the honor of 

The Olympia is a vessel driven by 
twin screws, worked triple-expan- 
sion engines on each shaft. One of her 
screws, by collision with the bank of 


| the Suez Canal, was so disabled as to 


become unfit for service, and the en- 
gines that worked it were at once dis- 
connected, leaving her to make the 
best of her way from Port Said to New 
York with one-half her ~ ‘appointed 
power. For all that she averaged ten 


and one-half knots all the way across. 


the Atlantic, with natural draught on 
her furnaces, arriving at Sandy Hook 


nearly forty hours ahead of the. time} 


expected. 


remarkable feat in ocean navigation ex- 
cept by comparison with the naval ships 
of earlier periods in our naval history. 
The era before the outbreak of the civil 
war saw our best warships propelled 
with paddle wheels, the best ship of 
that class being the Powhatan, which 
was the flagship of Commodore M. C. 
Perry’s expedition when he negotiated 
the treaty with Japan in 1853. The 
Powhatan, under full steam and with 
all her machinery worked to its utmost 
capacity, could only make eight knots 
in the smoothest kind of water. In a 
rough sea she could hardly average six. 

Coming down to the period of the 
civil war, ten years later, the two fast- 


Brooklyn and Hartford. The Lancaster 
was larger than these, but not so good 
when her greater size and more power- 
ful machinery were considered. The 
Brooklyn and Hartford could each aver- 
age about twelve knots with the aid of 
fan blowers, but less than ten with 
natural draught. What must the 
Olympia be to make ten and one-half 
knots with only half her power in use? 

This is a triumph for the mechanics 
who built the great cruiser whose name 
goes down into history beside those of 
the Victory and the Foudroyant of 
eighty years before. She speaks not 
only for the skill of the men who 
wielded the sledge, but the honesty of 
the contractors who employed them. 
Her predecessor, the lamented Charles- 
ton, was another ship that did more 
days of actual service than any other 
ship in our navy. It was her success 
on the wNd waves that led up to the 
building of a San Francisco, an Olympia 
and an Oregon in these waters. There 
is honor, in the exploits of these great 
ships, not alone to “the man behind the 
gun,” but to the man who wielded the 
sledge,__as--well, the Scott 
Brothers, Irving M. and Henry M., of 
the Union Iron Works, who directed the 
builders and the building. 


“THE ANGLO-SAXON RACE.” 


A correspondent writes to The Times 
from Yuma, requesting this paper to 
inform him what we mean by the 
term “Anglo-Saxon,” which he says is 
often mentioned in editorials appearing 
in these columns.

The term Anglo-Saxon, as generally 
used by the best of contemporaneous 
writers, has two qualified meanings. 
Literally, and in a restricted sense, -it 
means one of the “Angle” or English 
Saxons. In an even more specific sense, 
the name is sometimes restricted to 
the Saxons who dwelt principally in 
the southern districts—Wessex, Essex, 
Sussex, and Kent—of the country 
which finally came to be known, -from 
a kindred tribe, as “the land of the 
Angles,” or “Engla land,” now Eng- 
land. Usually, in a specific sense, the 
term is extended to the entire nation 
or people formed by the amalgamation 
and aggregation of the Angles, the 
Saxons, and other early Teutonic set- 
tlers in Britain; or, in brief, the whole 
people of England before the Conquest. 

The above definition of the term 
Anglo-Saxon is, as stated, a restricted 
one. In a more general sense—and the 
generally-accepted one—the term is ap- 
plied to the English-speaking~ people ~af 
the world; that is, to all persons in 
England and United

TRADES UNIONS AND TRUSTS. |

Instead of denouncing the trust as the 
source of all evils, the report actually 
commended it in that particular in-. 
stance as having been beneficial to the 


members of the trades unions, and as? 


having had an influence in the raising 
of wages in the line of industry which 
it most directly affected. It was rec- 
ommended that no action - adverse to 
the trust be taken, and the matter was 
dropped with more or less precipitancy 
then and there. 

The conclusions arrived at in this par- 
ticular case will be arrived at in other 
similar cases as certainly as it was 
reached in this one, so soon as tke sub- 
ject has been investigated intelligently 
by trades unions.

PRINCIPLES OF SCULPTURE. 


RUSKIN ART CLUB. 

The subject discussed at the regular 
meeting of the Ruskin Art Club yester- 
day morning was “Principles of $culp- 
ture." The lesson was in charge of 
Mrs. W. W. Stilson, who was assisted 
by Mrs. C. E. Howland. 

Mrs. M. J. Stearns gave a talk about 
the causes for decline in art, and said 
that Raphael expressed only sensual 
beauty through his art, and from his 
time Italian art began to decline. Mrs. 
Stearns gave Plato’s definition of art as 
“The Splendor of the true.’’ This ¢lagss 
of beauty, she said, could only elevate 
art, but wheneyer an artist ins—to 
express only the sensual, his art will 
begin to decline. , 

Mrs. W. T.-McFie spoke about the 
origin of decorative work, and she de- 
scribed the festival of the Greeks. She 
said that while many of them were glad 
in their character, some were of a sol- 
emn nature. When people took occa- 
sion to do honor to _ their departed 
heroes, they required painters and 
sculptors to prepare likenesses of the 
ones thus honored. It was _ to these 
festivities that certain classés of deco- 
rative art owned their origin. Out of 
the funeral rites grew the desire for art, 
through which monumental sculpture 
Was born. 

Mrs. N. P. Conrey gave an interest« 
ing talk about the influence which brav- 
ery and the religion of the early Greeks 
had upon their art. She closed her 
remarks With a tribute to the physical 
beauty of the Greeks, which made it 
an easy task for the Greek artist to 
find a model from which to work. A 
general discussion followed, touching 
upon topics relating to the subject.

RAIN GAUGES DISAGREE. 


SO DO THE RECORDS. 

Referring to criticisms of the Weather 
Bureau’s record of rainfall, Observer 
G. E. Franklin of the local office ealls 
attention to the fact that the erroneous 
figures. were not reported from his of- 
fice. It was stated that the local office 
corrected one of the errors, and the 
criticism applied to the bureau, not to 
the Los Angeles office. The figures sent 
out from San Francisco do not agree 
with the local records and are not ac- 
curate, and records that are not accu- 
rate are worthless. For example, San 
Francisco persistently reported the sea- 
son’s rainfall in Los Angeles at 1.57 
inches, when the local office record was 
1.59. A similar bungle was made in the 
latter part of October. The local office 
reported yesterday the season total at 
1.79, but the San Francisco office sent 
it last night as 1.77. The Times gauge, 
which is exactly like the gauge at the 
local weather station, shows it to be 
1.87. 

“This variation in gauges,” says Mr. 
Franklin, “is due to difference in ex- 
posure. Rain gauges in slightly differ- 
ent positions; if badly exposed, catch 
very different amounts~ of rainfall. 
Within a few yards of each other, two 
gauges may show a difference of 20 
per cent. in the rainfall in a heavy 
storm. The stronger the wind the 
greater the difference is apt to be. In 
a high location gddjes of wind produced 

butidings divert rain that 
would otherwise fall in the gauge. A 
gauge near the edge of the roof, on the 
windward side of a building, shows less 
rainfall than cne in the center of the 
roof. The vertical ascending current 
along the side of the wall extends 
Slightly above the level of the roof, 


from the gauge. In the center of a large 
fiat roof, at least sixty feet square, the 
rainfall collected by a gauge does not 
differ materially from what is collected 
at the level of the.ground. A gauge on 
a plain with a fence three feet high 
around it at a distance of three feet 
will collect 6 per cent. more rain than 
without a fence. These differences are 
due entirely to wind currents. 

“Gauges should be exposed upon roofs 
of buildings only when ground expos- 
ures, which are the best when open lots 
unobstructed by large trees, buildings, 
or fencessare not available, and when 
so located, the middle portion of a flat, 
unobstructed roof, generally gives the 
best results. The standard gauge of the 
Weather Bureau is located on a flat 
roof, a ground exposure not being prac- 
ticable, and gives reliable results. 

“The Times’ gauge shows an excess 
for the reason that its record is ob- 
tained later than that furnished by 
the Weather Bureau, but when the ag- 
gregate amounts are considered, there 
will be found no greater difference than 
is to be expected from the exposure of 
the gauges. As an instance, The Times 
today gives 1.87 inches for the season, 
while the Weather Bureau record up 
to 5 a.m. this morning, which includes 
the rain that fell after 5 p.m. yester- 
day, amounts to 1.79 inches, a difference 
of but .08 of an inch.” 

The difference in gauges is to be ex- 
pected, but when the Weather Bureau’s 
report shows on November 3 less rainfa'] 
for the season than it‘showed October 
31, and makes such blunders frequently,

THE SHOWER OF STARS. 


T 
PROF. SWIFT THINKS WE MAY 
HAVE MISSED IT. 


What Causes the Meteoric Display 
for Which so Many Persons are Sit- 
ting Up Nights—Another Shower 
Predicted for Late in This Month, 
and Still Another Next August. 


Prof. Lewis Swift of the Mt. Lowe 
Observatory thinks it possible that the 
residents of the other side of the earth 
are enjoying the meteoric shower for 
which the people of this country have 
been watching, and about which they 
have been talking for the past week. 
Prof. Swiftwhas been doing a little 
watching on his own acceunt, and he 
has been no more rewarded than the 
rest of the people. He sends The Times 
the following interesting paper, in 
which he tells what causes such show- 
ers. He predicts another display No- 
vember 25 to 27, and still another next 
August, when the earth will pass 
through the tail of a comet which he 
himself discovered: 3 

“The interest taken in metoric as- 
tronomy of late, in the popular as well 


Surpassed. It is of absorbing interest 
to the young and unlearned, and a 
never-tiring subject,to the thoughtful. 
Fortunately, it is a phenomenon that 
all can see, as no telescope is required. 
On certain years and on certain days 
and at certain hours of the night they 
fall in showers, appearing so rapidly 
that 100 men could not count them all. 

“The late Prof. Newton, the best 
authority we ever had on the subfect, 
calculated that throughout the entire 
atmosphere at least 8,000,000 shooting 
stars, bright enough to be visible to 
the naked eye, bombarded it every day, 
and that to include those that are tele- 
scopic this vast number must be mul- 
‘tiplied by forty. Not one has ever been 
known to reach the earth, and there- 
fore we are ignorant of their compo- 
sition. The earth is slowly increasing 
in size from the dust resulting from 
their combustion. 

“The fall of meteoric stones is a dis- 
tinct phenomenon, and their origin is 
involved_in—deep 
tinued observation has taught us much 
as to the origin of shooting stars. They 
are, Whether seen singly or in showers, 
parts of comets’ tails. No comet gath- 
ers its tail to itself. They part com- 
pany forever. All planetary spaces, 
and perhaps stellar space also, are 
filled with their cast-off tails, but we 
can take no cognizance of any except 
what the earth in its annual journey 
around the sun passes through, result- 
ing in a metoric shower. That which 
failed this morning, and which is ex- 
pected to appear tomorrow morning is. 
of that kind. There may be millions 
of these tails in the solar system, but 
only those that come in contact with 
our atmosphere and are visible while 
undergoing combustion... 

“Gomets’ tails are generally of im- 
mense length; that of 1843 would reach 
8000 times around the earth. The moon 
must be bombarded with these ¢eléstial 
missiles, as she has no atmosphere te 
cause them to be constmed, they must 
fall and strike the surface and be con- 
verted into dust by concussion, instead 
of by combustion, as with the earth. 
The vast number of these Httle atoms 
that fill all space is beyond comprehen- 
sion. The fact that the present shower 
was partially seen at a few places con- 
vinces me that the other side of the 
earth is now enjoying the display, and 
that we shall see nothing of it until 
1933. Still, I have some hope. 

“This shower can never occur in the 
evening hours, and the one that ia to 
occur on November 25 to 27 can never 
happen except in the evening hours. 
The November ‘15 ring of meteorids Is 
6,000,000.000 miles in circumference, and 


the earth passes diagonally through it, 


in a new place every vear. It gets a 
slight shower, but as it is not equally 
dense we can never get the grand dis- 
play of 1799, 1833 and 1868 until the 
dense swarm is encountered by the 
earth, which it does every thirty-three 
years and one day. At the present era 
the radiant is in the sickle of Leo, but 
during a period of 12,460 yvears it will 
occur in all the twelve signs of the Zo- 
diac, and the shower in all the twelve 
months of the vear. In ancient times 
it occurred in October. On August 10. 
another shower will take place. caused 
by the earth passing through débris of 
a comet discovered by the writer ifn 
1869. having a period of 193 vears.

- CAUGHT IN HIS OWN TRAP. 


NELS SWANSON’S SPRING GUN 
WENT OFF AND SHOT HIM. 


Bullet Intended for a Thief or His 
Brother-in-law Cut Short His Own 
Career—Peculiar Tragedy at the Old 
City Garbage Dump—Dead Animal 
Partnership Dissolved. 


Nels Swanson, brother-in-law and 
partner of William Peterson, in the 
fertilizing business, was killed yester- 
day in a peculiar manner. Swanson 
had set a spring gun for another per- 
son, but himself received its contents. 

Opinions. differ as to Swanson’'s 
motive in setting the trap. There are 
some persons who believe that the trap 
was intended for Peterson. The more 
charitable view is that Swanson eet 
the trap for a burglar or petty larceny 
thief who had been piifering brass 
fixtures and other articles of value from 
the fertilizing works on East Tenth 
street. Whether Peterson or some un- 
known person was the intended victim 
will probably never be. positively 
known. Whatever the intent, Swanson 
was killed by a deadly mechanism of 
his own contrivance. 

Beginning with little capital about ten 
Peterson and Swanson ac- 
cumulated considérable property 
through securing a contract from the 
city to dispose of all dead animals 
found within the corporate limits. Be- 
sides getting compensation from the 
city for each careass removed, the con- 
tractors obtained a handsome profit by 
converting the carcasses into fertiliz- 
ing material. They also secured 
privilege of working the old city garb- 
age dump on East Tenth street, which 
proved a veritable gold mine, as hun- 
dreds of tons of valuable fertilizing 
material were sifted from the refuse 
and sold to farmers and orchardists. 
Peterson was married to Swanson’s 
sister and the two men got along ami- 
ecably in their business relations until 
they became prosperous, when dissen- 
sions arose over the division of the 
proceeds of their business. Peterson 


+is a main of convivial habits and a lib- 


eral spender of money. Swanson was 
of a more frugal disposition and he 
disapproved of the manner in which 
Peterson was spending his cash. Swan- 
son also feared that his brother-in-law 
was too free with the funds of the firm. 
» This state of feeling brought about a 
crisis some time ago, when ex-Council- 
man James Ashman was appointed re- 
ceiver of the partnership property. Mr. 
Ashman placed Swanson in charge of 
the East Tenth-street works, while 
Peterson looked after the factory on 
the San Fernando road. The plant on 
East Tenth street consists of a small 
gasoline engine housed in a barn-like 
structure, which is used to operate a 
sieve which separates the fertilizing 
material excavated from the old city 
dump, from thé bits of metal and other 
refuse. Swansot lived in a small house 
near the works. 
his work oY two other men. The en- 
gine of which he had charge was hi 

ridé, and it i8 bald he conceivéd th 
déa that Peterson might come to the 
works some night and tampér with 
the machinery. It is also stated that 
he was annoyéd by thieves, who car- 
ried away portable articles from the 
engine-room. 

Bither with the view of trapping his 
brother-in-law or guarding against 
thieves, Swanson some weeks ago 
rigged up a spring arrangement by 
means of which a 88-caliber revolver 
would be discharged when the door of 
the engine-room was opened. He had 
a mark on the floor indicating just how 
far the door could be opened without 
springing the trap. The door could be 
opened just wide enough safely to ad- 
mit the body of a man. Naturally a 
person unacquainted with the arrange- 
ment would throw the door open wide 
enough to discharge the gun. Swanson 
took no one into his confidence concern- 
ing the death trap. He was always 
the last to leave the engine-room in the 
evening, when he placed the revolver 
so it could do its fatal work, and in 
the morning he was always the first 
on hand to open the building and re- 
move the trap. 

About 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
Swanson rose as usual and went to the 
engine-room, while one of his men was 
preparing breakfast and the other fed 
the horses. Whether Swanson forgot 
about his infernal machine or whether 
he unintentionally opened the door too 


the deadly contrivance, is not known. 
Be that as it may, the revolver was 
discharged and he was shot in the 
breast a little to the right of the me- 
dian line above the heart. Swanson’s 
assistants heard the report of the gun 
and ran to his assistance. They found 


them that the shooting was purely ac- 
cidental. They carried him to his cot- 
tage, where one of the men remained 
with him while the other ran to the 
city pound near by and telephoned for 
a doctor. Dr. E. L. Vaughn of Boyle 
Heights responded. He had the Injured 
man removed to the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan, where he died at 1:70 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. He made 
his will and a dying statement hefore 
passing away. 

Peterson called at the hospital as 
fore his brother-in-law died, but was 


the doctors thought it inadvisable. 
Peterson offered to do anything he 


could for his dying relative. He 
said he had no feeling of ill-will 
against him, and did not have 
any knowledge of the spring 


gun. He’ had not seen Swanson for 
several weeks and was never in the 
slightest danger of being caught in 
the trap, as he never had any inten- 
tion or occasion of visiting the works 
during the night. 

Swanson was a native of Sweden and 
had been in this country for nearly 
twenty years. He was 42 years old 
and unmarried. His only relatives tn 
this country, so far as known, are Mrs. 
Peterson and a brother in the north- 
ern part of the State. His parents 
are still living in Sweden. 

An inquest will be held over Swan- 
son’s remains at Booth & Boylson’s 
morgue today.

[AT THE CITY HALL] 
LOS ANGELES WATER BONDS, 


AN ATTEMPT MADE IN THE EAST 
TO DISCREDIT THEM. 


Associate Editor of the New York 
Bond Buyer Imputes the Scheme 
to a Railway Attorney—Fire-hose 
Test—Army and Navy League Reso- 
lutions. | 


In a letter to City Clerk Hance, un- 
der date of November 9, William R. 
Shanks, associate editor of the New 
York Daily Bond Buyer, says that a 
deliberate attempt is being made. to 
discredit the $2,090,000 issue of water 
bonds, the sale. of which was recently 
authorized by the Council. After stat- 
ing that the paper has already called 
attention to the ‘reduction in the 
amount of the certified check from 5 to 
1 per cent. of the block of bonds bid 
upon, the letter states that the Bond 
Buyer is in possession of a pamphlet 
attacking the issue of bonds on the 
ground that pending litigation is liable 
to retard their sale for several years. 

The letter also says that the paper 
has had occasion to refute the stand 
taken by one of the New York papers, 
which holds that one of the leading 
bond firms has stated as an absolute 
fact that the bonds will be held up for 
*several years on legal technicalities in- 
stituted by the Los Angeles City Water 
Company. The letter goes further and 
says: “We believe that the pamphlet 
which is being circulated against the 
water bonds was prepared by the at- 
torney of one of your large railroads.” 
A copy of the Bond Buyer contain- 
ing an article based upon the report in 
the New York paper was enclosed. It 
was as follows: 

“The Mail and Express, which is gen- 
erally wrong in its statements about 
municipals except when it appropriates 
its news from the Bond Buyer, stated 
in its issue of November 5 that the $2,- 
080,000 of one-forty-year water bonds 
of Los Angeles, Cal., to be sold on De- 
cember 4 would ‘not come upon the 
market for a year at least, and, per- 
haps several years.’ 

“Intending bidders should not be 
misled by such misstatements. The 
official advertisement calls for bids for 
all or any part of the bonds, and says 
that they ‘will be ready for delivery on 
or about December 4, the time of the 
sale. 

“The Mail and Express is doubtless 
ignorantly rather than maliciously mis- 
jeadine. It quotes a member of the 
firm of Messrs. Seymour Bros. & Co., 
of this city. as baldly asserting that 
the bonds will not come upon the mar- 
ket at once. It fails to state that this 
4s an opinion of the gentleman who has 
been examining into the matter. and 
who anticipates litigation between the 
city and the private water company 
now supplying it, in which an injunc- 
‘tion restraining the sale may be ap- 
plied for.” 


FIRE COMMISSION MEETS. 

e A HOSE TEST. 
© At the reguiar meeting of the Fire 
Commission yesterday morning Chief 
Moore reported that, in accordance 
with instructions, he had made a thor- 
ough test of 1000 feet of the “Paragon” 
brand of fire hose recently ordered for 
the department. The Chief said that the 
Jhose_ had successfully stood the severe 
strain to which it had been subjected, 
and that he believed it should be ac- 
cepted by the commission. On motion 
of Commissioner Kuhrts, the hose 
accepted, and a demand for $800 passed 
in favor of the Union Hardware and 
Metal Company, which is the loca! 
agent of this brand of hose. 

The test took place about an hour 
before the commission meeting, at the 
corner of Ninth street and Maple ave- 
nue. Metropolitan Engine, No. 3, one of 
the. new engines recently purchased by 
the. department, was used in making 
the test. The hose, which is manufac- 
‘tured by the Eureka Fire Hose (om- 
pany of New York, was subjected to 
practicaly the same stress as was the 
“Keystone” hose of unhappy memory. 
In this instance the water pressure 
used was slightly heavier. At a water 
pressure of about 400 pounds, with a 
steam pressure of 120 pounds, each 
fifty-foot section of the hose stretched 
about three feet, but the hose did not 
“sweat” in the least. The nozzle was 
shut off suddenly with the engine 
pumping at full speed and the engine 


allowed to work until it choked, but 
all the couplings held. On this show- 
ing, the Chief recommended that the 
1000 feet be accepted.

A bill presented by | Police 
Surgeon Hagan for his services in the 
case was withdrawn as Dr. Hagan 
found that under an amendment to the 
original ordinance creating his posi- 
tion he was obliged to attend free all 
firemen injured while in the discharge 
of their duty. Yesterday Commissioner 
Kuhrts moved that the motion to give 
Dr. Hitt $25 for his services be recon- 
sidered. This was passed, and the-mat- 
ter was then laid over for one week, at 
Which time all the parties interested 
will be requested to attend the session 
of the ,board. . 

Assistant Chief Smith says that he 
never employed Dr. Hitt. and in- 
jured fireman informed the Chief that 
he was not retained at his suggestion. 
Dr. Hitt claims that -he can prove by 
witnesses that he was engaged by the 
assistant chief, no matter what-that- 
officer may say to the contrary. Chief 
Moore says that as long as Dr. Hagan 
only pretended to charge $20 for each 
of the three operations on the injured 
man’s leg. he does not see why a con- 
sulting physician should be paid $100 
for his services.

SHE PREFERS HER GRANDMOTHER 
- TO HER FATHER. 


Mrs. Huber Petitions for Guardian- 
ship of Her Daughter’s Child, Al- 
leging That the Influence of the 
Present Guardian is Bad—Brisk 
Legal Battle is the Result. 


A ten-year-old girl asking to be taken | 


from her father’s charge and Placed in 
the care of her grandmother, occupied 


the attention of Judge Mahon yester- | 


day, and for over an hour the ehild, a 
bright-eyed, well-dressed little girl, 
Was on the stand. 


The case is one brought by Mrs. 
Sarah J. Huber, grandmother of Flor- 
ence Brown, who petitions that George 
P. Brown, the child’s father, be re- 
moved from the guardianship of the 
girl. 

Attorney Appel represents the _plain- 
tiff and Ben Goodrich is counsel for 
the defendant. Brown, who is said to 
be a saloon-keeper in San Francisco, 
was in court, accompanied by friends, 
and Mrs. Huber, a refined-appearing 
old lady with a motherly face, was on 
hand to champion her -cause. 

A number of years ago Brown con- 
ducted a butcher shop at the corner 
of Seventh and Olive streets. His wife 
died in 3896, and in 1897 it is alleged 
that he went to San Francisco with 
one Mrs. Hentig. Florence Was at that 
time living with her grandmother, but 
Brown took the child with him, and 
it is said that Florence and another 
child lived with Mrs. Hentig while 
Brown occupied apartments elsewhere. 

After six months it is alleged that 
Brown ceased his relations with Mrs. 
Hentig and married a young woman 


‘named Ollie Manet, with whom he is 


living at the present time. The couple 
lived at different times in Sacramento, 
Oakland, Berkeley and San. Francisco, 
their present residence ‘being No. 1111 


Sutter street, San Francisco. 


In the summer of 1898 Florence came 
to Los Angeles to visit her grand- 
mother, with whom she has since made- 
her home, 

In answer to questions of Attorney 
Appel the child told in a clear and 
positive manner of the movement of 
herself and father since leaving Los 
Angeles. She said that she was testi- 
fying of her own free will, and that 
no one had ever tried to influence her 
against her father.

father, and that she never went to 
church or to Sunday-school while liv- 
ing in San Francisco.

‘Barney O’Connell, an ex-seaman, who 
had been on a debauch for several 


a lodging-house at No. 223 East Fifth 
street yesterday afternoon. 
O’Connell was an unmarried man 
about 40 years of age, and formerly 
owned a fruit stand at Fifth and San 
Julian streets. About, four months 
ago he disposed of his business here 
and went to Sacramento to’ nurse a 
brother, a railroad man who had his 
right leg and ‘left foot cut off in a 
railroad accident in the northern part 
of the State,*and who ‘was in the rail- 
road -hospital in Sacramento. : 

Last Friday O’Connell returned to 
this city from Sacramento and re- 
engaged his ‘former lodgings, room 28,

drunken man’s hands Humphrey beat 
a retréat. He met the landlady a 
short distance from the room and 
stopped to talk to her about O’Con- 
nell’s actions. While they were con- 
versing, they were startled by the re- 
port of the revolver in O’Connell’s 
room. When the door was opened, the 
man, was found upon his bed with a 
bullet hole through his head. The 
smoking revolver was still clasped in 
his right hand. He had shot himself 
in the right temple. The ball came out 
at the left ear and lodged in the door 
of a clothes press. Death was in- 
stantaneous. 

Police,Officer ‘Henderson stood guard 
over the remains and. the dead man’s 
-effects until the Coroner arrived and 
took charge. The body was removed 
to Howry’s morgue where an inquest 
will be held today. . &

her that she would be reimbursed for 
the damage done to the room and bed, 
when the dead. man’s estate should be 
settled up.

It was remarked in police circles last 
night that the suicide might have been 
prevented if Lowe had not induced 
Mrs. Mathews to return O’Connell’s 
revolver to him, or if Humphrey had 
not left the room when the drunken 
man began to load the weapon.

SEARCHING PARTY STARTS. 
LOST SURVEYORS. 


A party of five men left this city yes- 


terday afternoon for San Jorge Bay, on 
the Gulf of California, to begin a thor- 
ough search for the four missing mem- 
bers of the Yuma and Guif of Canh- 
fornia Railway surveying party, who 


were separated from the rest of the | 


party on October-27, and have never . 


since been heard of. The searching | 


party will be under the guidance of 
Fred W. Marsh, and dccompanied by 
Capt. A: B. Smith, president of the 
railway. They will go by rail to Gila 
Bend, Ariz., reaching there this after- 
noon. At noon tomorrow. they will 
reach Sequota,in Sonora, Mex., Where an 
outfit and provisions will be secured. 
Four days’ traveling over the desert 
will bring them to San Jorge Bay, 
where the search will begin. 

Capt. Smith telegraphed Tuesday to 
President Diaz of Mexico, asking for 
the assistance of the Mexican govern- 
ment in making the search, and yes- 
terday he received a reply stating that 
a gunboat, probably the Democrata, 
Would be sent from Guaymas to meéet 
the party at San Jorge and render 
every assistance possible. 

Fred W. Marsh, who leads the party, 
was one of the original party from 
which the four unfortunate men sepa- 
rated: He has not given up hope that 
the missing men may be found in some 
place adjacent to the point where they 
were last seen, either on the Sonora 
shore or across the bay on Lower Cali- 
for ©’ The boat in which they em- 
eek a for the purpose of moving thetr 
surveying camp, when they were lost 
was a staunch boat, though not pro- 
vided with either a keel or centerboard, 
and hence would be unmanagebale in 


a strong wind, though not necessarily.

Instead of costing 
him 9% -cents a pound,.as he thinks, his 
cakes are costing him just about 104,, 
because the 19 cents charged for the 
packing amounts to just about 1 cent 
a pound. So that he buys at 10% and 
The 45 cent will pay the 
cost of selling, perhaps, but it leaves 
no margin. The grocer is acting as an 
unpaid distributing agent for the Na- 
tional Biscuit Company.” 


THE AWAKENING ORIENT. Count 
Cassini, the Russian Ambassador to 
this country,-has returned from China 
via the overland route. Speaking of 
his observations while in China, Count 
Cassini said:, ‘‘Business men who have 
not been in China can hardly dream of 
the progress the Celestial Empire is 
making. It seems to have arisen out 
of a long sleep. Cotton mills are lit-

“I predict that China will have to be 
reckoned with as a competitor in the 
world’s markets for cotton goods at 
no far distant date.’

closes.” 
CHAMPAGNE. The production of 


champagne is one of the most impor- 
tant of French industries, writes a 
correspondent of the London Times. 
The proportions which it has assumed 
will be seen from the following return. 
Independently of the amount consumed 
in France itself, with is considerable, 
the export of champagne and other 
sparkling wines to foreign countries is 
very extensive. In F898 the quantity 
exported amounted to 19,682,000 liters 
or bottles, valued at 
653,000.) The export to Great Britain 
was 10,699,300 liters; Belgium, 2,778,700: 
Germany, 1,859,200: United States and 
Canada, 1,419,400; Russia, 498,500; Hol- 
land, 468,400; Sweden, 259,200; Denmark, 
188,700; Austria and Hungary, 152,300; 
Switzerland, 141,400; Italy, 129,700; Aus- 
tralia, 125.600; Norway, 108,200; Argen- 
tina, 100,300, and India, 100,000. Al- 
lowing for a certain proportion sent to 
England for reshipment, it will be no- 
ticed that the amount of champagne 
and vins -mousseux consumed in the 
United Kingdom alone far excéeds the 
aggregate of that exported by France 
to foreign countries; the United States 
and the British colonies.

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


SHARES AND MONEY, 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—There was a show 
of strength in stocks today, owing to the 
large operations by professional speculaters in 
a number of prominent industrials, notably 
Sugar, the Leather stocks, some of the metal 
issues and New York public utilities, all of 
which show large gains. There were strong 
advances- in New York Central on the an- 
nounced *settlement of ‘differences over the 
Boston and Albany lease, in Southern Pacific 
on the continued large absorption by banking 
interests, in Pacific Mail in-amticipation of the 
action on the dividend, in coalers on the good 
conditions in the anthracite trade, and in the 
Atchison stocks. Tme level of prices on the 
whole is higher, but. the activity was not 
very widely distributed, and general disposi- 
tion was to maintain a waiting attitude, pend- 
ing further developments in the money situa- 
tion. There was no recurrence of extreme 
stringency in the local money market. Secre- 
tary Gage'’s announcement that the treasury 
would buy $25,900,000 of United States bonds 
at the price at which they were quoted on the 
New York Stock Exchange yesterday was not 
made until &fter the close of the: stock mar- 
ket. The sterling exchange market was dull, 
but tnclined to firmness, in response to the 
hardening of money rates ih London where 
there was a special demand on the market 
incident to the taking up of government bills 
to provide for war expenses, There was con- 
demand from -steek exchange sources. 
for time money and 7 per cent. was bid for 
six months loans where industrial stocks fig- 
ured as collateral. In connection with the out- 
look in the money market, the October for- 
eign trade statement for the treasury bureau 
of statistics attracted great interest. From 
this, it apnears that the slicht 
the October exports of agricultural products, 
compared with last year, due to a decline of 
over 30 per cent. in the amount of cotton ex- 
ports, is more than offset by the increased 
export of manufactures, so that the total ex- 
ports for the month are over $8,000,000 in ex- 
cess of those for last vear. These figures are 


the more significant in consequence of the 
large current demand for cotton by foreign 
buyers. Taking the ten months of the year 


it appears that the decrease of $37,000,000 in 
the value of agricultural exports is more than 
offset a the increase in exports of manufac- 
tures, so that the total exports for the ten 
months are valued at over $41,800,000 in ex- 
cess of those for the ten months in 1898. The 
increase in the value of imports for the same 
period of $139,000,000 leaves the merchandise 
trade balance in our favor nearly $90,000,000 
less than last year. But in the same period, 
our net imports of gold have been nearly $122.-

Mr. “webb 
went on to narrate other experiences 
~of his, endeavoring to locate a “blind 
pige’’ in Pasadena this afternoon: 
Everybody told him the same story, 
that there is not one here now. One 
citizen declared that there is more 
drunkenness here than there would be 
if we had a licensed saloon, for the 
reason that Pasadenans go to Los 
‘Angeles to buy their grog, and come 
home on the late cars at night with 
their stomach and pockets full of the 
stuff. If this is true of Pasadena citi- 
zens, Mr. Webb argued that it is @ 
strong argument for total national pro- 
hibition, but nothing against Pasa- 
deéna’s prohibitory ordinance.

“SUED FOR THINKING. 


Troubles often arise from thought- 
Jessness, but it seldom falis to the lot 
f man to be sued for having thought 
oo much. A suit for $100 has, been 
brought against Joseph Simons of this 
city, however, on the ground that his 
overzealous thinkery interfered disas- 
_trously with the digging of a well or 
his premises, causing the contractor to 
suffer loss. The plaintiff is James. A. 
Bangle. He alleges that he started to 
sink a well 150 feet for Simons; and was 
to receive $142.50, but he never suc- 
ceeded in finishing it, for the reason 
that Simons kept stopping his opera- 
tions, saying: ‘‘Here, you aren’t doing 
that right—stop, and let me think a 
minute, I'll tell you how to do it.” 
Bangle declares that he accordingly 
stopped and let Simons start a-think- 
ing, but Simons’s butter woildn’t 
come, and his minutes were quarter- 
hours, so that after a long delay in 
each instance, Simons had no sugges- 
tions to offer to the well-digger, and 
had merely succeedéd in obstructing 
the work. This is what Bangle told the 
court today, when his side of the case 
Was presented. The hearing was ad- 
Journed till next Tuesday, when the 
defendant will say his say. Simons is 
the chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee of Pasadena, and indeed, al- 
most the whole Democratic party here. 
He knows how to say things, and has 
more than once taken the stump to 
gay them. He will have a good story | 
‘to tell the court, and will doubtless 
gucceed to a greater or less degree in 
rehabilitating the reputation of his 
thinking apparatus, and the market 
value of his ideas. The last’ great 
thought which Joe sprung on the pub- 
lic here was a new scheme for sup- 
pressing the Filipino rebellion; but a 
detractor declares that he plagiarized 
the whole thing from Mark Hanna. 

Simons’s contention is that the plain- 
tiff struck snags and threw up his con- 
tract after he had gone down but a 
little way with the well, and he is not 
entitled to any compensation for dig- 
ging a well which he never dug. Bangle 
claims he was to be paid pro rata if the 
well was not sunk 150 feet, but there 
is a dispute on this point. G. A. Gibbs 
represents the plaintiff and A. R. Met- 
calfe the defendant.

LIQUOR-SELLER FOUND GUILTY. 
_LONG BEACH, Nov. 15.—[Régular 
Correspondence.] Judgment was pro- 
nounced today against O. H. Burbridge, 
charged with selling liquor contrary to 
ordinance. Justit¢®é Downtng of San 
Pedro, sitting for City Recorder Rose- 
crans, announced his décision in the 
case, which he had had under advise- 
ment since last Friday. ; 

“The court is of opinion,” said he, 
“that ordinance No. 8 of the city of 
Long Beach is not in conflict with 
any of the general laws of the State, 
and that it was regularly passed and 
adopted. The judgment of the court 
is that the defendant is guilty as 
charged.” 

The opinioh ds to the validity of 
the ordinance, as expressed by the 
court, was in answer to certain at- 
tacks which the defendant’s attorney 
had made on that city law.

It was under this section of the 
bylaws that the fine was imposed. 

The walnut-growers of the valley 
have worked hard to effect an organi- 
zation that would be beneficial to the 
growers and they realize that it is ab- 
solutely necessary for them to all 
Stand ‘together if they hope to obtain 
the best results.
